Applicants comments are noted about the deposit are noted, however claim 33 recites a product by process claiming and using 
mammallian cells, and while the the final portion of the claim indictaes that the cell is a dMsh2-9 cell, there is no recitation in the claim of 
the deposit information (for example the ATCC number) which would uniquely limit the claim to the deposited cell line. Amending the 
claim to clearly encompass the mouse ES cell line with the two inactivated Msh2 alleles would address the rejection. 

In addition, it is noted that claims elected with traverse and which have been withdrawn throughout prosecution, have not been 
cancelled. In this case the methods are not commensurate in scope with the scope of the allowed product, and rejoinder practice would 
not be granted.
